II.' expressed li i m pleasure at being 
here and desired all to know that liis 
vinii was in die interest of the deaf, 

to promote i % extensively (lie 

teaching of speech among the class. 
lie wanted them to distinctly under- 
stand that he was not an enemy of the 
combined method, in fact was the 
friend of both factions. 11*' did be- 
lieve that mo>v of the deaf could i»' 
taught speech and in a manner to be 

readily lerstood. Had the doctor 

stopped then and there, those who do 
not believe in the pure oral method 
would have found no fault with him. 
But he branohed out with a number 
of illustrations to show what great 
results had been gained by those 
taught under pure oralism. lie had

Kaeh 
hoard is to consist of live members, 
and live dollars a day is allowed Io 
each member for time employed w hieh 
Is not tO exceed 90 days in a \ear. 
A traveling auditor is also provided 
for, who is tO examine the accounts of 
all the institutions each month. All 
staple supplies are to bo bought hy 
contrail after compel it ive bidding, at 
Ihe lowesl price.
